Morgan's Disappearance In 1826 
'Brings Forward New Party

In.1826, William .Morgan, a citizen' of .western New 
York, anhounced his intention to publish a book in which 
the',secrets--of Freemasonry were to be disclosed. It wae 
printed-at Batavia, New York.- On September 11, 'Morgan 
was seized at Batavia, upon,a criminal .charge,, by a qom-

 pany of men who came from 
Canandaigua.. He was taken to 
that place, tried' and acquitted 
on the criminal :charge, but im­ 
mediately arrestec} on a civil 
process .for a trifling debt. 'He 
was cast into Jail there, and the 
next night was discharged by 
those who procured his arrest, 
taken from prison at 9 b'cloclt 
at night, and at the door was 
seized and thrust into a car­ 
riage iji waiting, and driven 
eapidly tow^l'd Rochester.' ^He 
was taken by relays of horses, 
by the agency of several indi­ 
viduals, to Fort Niagara, at the' 
mouth of Niagara river,.and de­ 
posited in the powder magazine1 
there. It was known that the' 
TTreemasons had made violent 
ittempts to suppress Morgan's 
announced book, and   this out 
rage was charged upon the fra 
terriity. .A committee was ap 
pointed at a public meeting held
•\t Batavia to endeavor to ferret 
out the perpetrators of the .out 
rag;*. \ •'. . :- . .. ; ".  | 

The committee found evidence! 
of the existence of what they 
believed to. be an extended con­ 
spiracy, with many agents and 
powerful motives. Similar meet - 
ings were held elsewhere. Pub­ 
lic excitement became very great 
and widespread; and a strong 
feeling soon pervaded the public 
mind that the Masonic institu­ 
tion was responsible for the
 ;rime. -The-profound mystery-in 
which the affair was involved 
7ave rise to a thousand absurd
  u in o r a: Mutual criminations 
ind recriminations became vio- 
ent, and entered into all. re1 

ligious, social and political rela 
tfons.   

Anti-Masonic Party Formed 
A strong anti-Masonic party 

was soon created, at first social 
In its character, but soon it be­ 
came political This feature of 
the party first appeared at 
town meetings in the spring. of 
1887, where it was. resolved that 
no Mason was worthy to receive 
the votes of freemen. A politi­ 
cal party for the exclusion of 
Masons from public offices was
